LOB AKOELBB, December 28. —The 


text of tho decision of Judge Shaw, 
granting a divorce tp Mrs. A, E. Brun- 
flon from her husband, Judge Bruuaou, 
has juet beoa made public. 


This is tho case in which Mrs. Maty 


O. H. Stoneman, wife of General George 
H. Stoneman, ox-goyeraor of this state, 
waB named aa a corespondent. 


The judge saya of tho decision : 
'"p[rat — From the evidence the court 


finds that the defendant on or about tho 
month of August, 1S89, wilfully and 
without cause deserted plaintiff, and that 
they have not occupied the same bod or 
cohabited as man and wife since said 
date, and defendant has without cause 
refused to cohabit with plaintiff during 
said time, and that aaid acts of refusal 
and eeparation are desertion. 


Second— Each and all tho allegations 


of the complaint filed hero, in charging 
said defendant with adultery with Mary 
0. H. Stonerann at any time or in any 
pliica, are untrue and false in every par- 
ticular. 


Third— That each and every allegation 


of cruelty upon tho part of defendant 
stated or charged in aaid complaint, are 
nntruo. 
Fourth— It ifl not truo that the letter 


copied into tho third count of aaid com- 
plaint was rocetvnd by defendant from 
Mary O. H. Htwiernan.or that the came 
wus 
received by defendant in 
the 


action. 


From the foregoing facta tlie court 


finde that plaintiff ia entitled to a decree 
ot divorca upon the grounds of desertion, 
but on no other grounds.

HAN FHANCJISCO, December SJ8.— Loring 


Pickring, proprietor of the Morning Cull 
of this city, died at 8.45 this morning 
alter an illness of eoveral weeks, caused 
by u complication of stomach and kid- 
ney troubles. 


Mr. 1'ickering, who has just passed 


away, waa tho oldest pioneer newspaper 
man on Eha Pacific coast. Ho was born 
in Richmond. New Hampshire, July 31, 
1812, of KogllBh parents. In 1832 he 
started west. During the early part of 
hie life he lived at different times in 
Louisville, New Orleans and St. Louia, 
finally settling in Hennepta, 111., where 
he gained considerable money In mer- 
cmitile pursuits, in 1846 he purchased 
two influential papers ia St. Lonii, the 
Reporter and Mleeourian, aud eoou after 
established the 81. Louii Union. In 
81. Louis he bocamt a director of a bank, 
and was finally Beat to Iha itate legisla- 
ture. In 1849 Mr. Pick*rin« came to 
California accompanied by his 
wife, 


where he engaged ia mercantile pur- 
suits in Illiuoistown, Placer county. He 
went from there to Bawamanto in 1850 
and bought the Placer Times in 1852. 
The Plac»r Times was consolidated with 
the Transcript, then owned by George 
O. Fitch. This resulted in the partner- 
ship of Mr. Pickering «nd Mr. Fitch. 
The Placer Trauacript and Times waa 
moved to Ban Francisco in 1852. 
In 


1855 Mr. Pickering became the owner of 
thoAlta California. Aftor selling the 
Alia he traveled abroad, returning in 
18GO. 
In 1861 he bought an interact in 


the Evening Bulletin, which wiu then 
owned hy Mr. Fitch. Mr. Pickering 
purchased the Morning Call in 18U7, 
which ho Buccessfully managed until his 
(loath. Ho luuvos a wife, and a son 5 
years of age.
